Claims 1 and 2 and 4 through 6 have been rejected under 315 U.S.C. 
§112 (second paragraph) as being indefinite. 

The above amendments to the claims are believed to clarify the 
requirements of the rejected claims, especially the particular points 
identified in the Office Action. 

Withdrawal of the §112 rejection of claims 1 and 2 and 5 through 6 is 
therefore respectfully requested. 
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Paragrap h 5 through 8 of the Office Actifm 

Claim I has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being 
anticipated by Ballard, Jr. 

Claim 2 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. Section 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ballard, Jr. 

The above amendment incorporates the requirements of cljaim 4 into 
the recitation of claim 1, and therefore claim 1 is believed to be in 
condition for allowance. Claims 2, 5, and 6, by virtue of their dependency 
from amended claim 1, are also submitted to be in condition for allowance. 

Withdrawal of the §102(e) and §103(a) rejections of claids 1 and 2 is 
therefore respectfully requested.
